LONDON, Dec, 8, (2:25 a.m.)—The Times says today there should be 
20 surprise if the Italian reports of the retreat of the entente allied forces in 
Serbia from Krivolak and the fortified camp at Kavadar prove correct. 

The newspaper says the German occupation of Monastir evidently made 
itself felt on the Vardar, and that the allies have withdrawn to strong posi- 
tions in the Demarkapou Pass, a great gorge in the hills through which runs 
the Saloniki-Uskup railways, twenty miles north of the Greek frontier. 

Only a narrow pathway was offered the entente forces, with a precari- 
ous line of communications and with Teutonic allies overrunning the country 
to the west of the line the need of the retirement of the entente is obvious.

Brave Fight at Ctesiphon is One 
Bright Spot of ‘‘Very Dark

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Referring to the 
criticism of the inadequacy of 
force detailed to advance on Bagdad, 


the Marquis of Crewe, lord president |

The force at 
the disposal of General Townshend, 
he said, was considerably larger than 
a division, and was believed by com- 
petent authorities to be prepared for 
the task assigned to it.
